NAZIS DRIVING DEEPER INTO BELGIUM 


SECOND ASSAULT WAVE THROWN AGAINST FIRST ARMY 


MYSTERIOUS BG 
BROWN ENVELOPE 
DELIVEREDAT TIME 
OF LOAN FIGHT 


Used-Car Dealer and 
Bank Cashier Took It 
to Jefferson City in 
Auto — Contents Not 
Established. 


A wysterious large brown en- 
velope was taken to Jefferson 
City when the Constitutional Con- 
vention was in session by Albert 
D. Duncan, St. Louis used car 
dealer, and Armin Pfisterer, cash- 
fer of the American Exchange 
National Bank, Gravois avenue 
and South Kingshighway boule- 
vard, the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed today. 

\Pfisterer told the Post-Dispatch 
he didn’t know what was in the 
package. Duncan said it con- 
tained, “so far as he knew,” only 
papers relating to the registration 
of automobile titles. 

“They’ve Been Nice to Me.” 

Informed that the Post-Dispatch 
had received an anonymous tele- 
phone call to the effect that the 
envelope contained $18,000 in $1000 
bills, Duncan was inclined to dis- 
credit this information, but finally 
said refilectively: 


“Maybe they age making a suck- 
er out of me on this. Maybe there 


was something in the envelope I 
didn’t know about. They’ve been 
very nice to me al] the time, maybe 
this is the reason.” 


Duncan, who is the owner of 
the Duncan Motor Co., 3800 Wat- 
son road, would not say whom he 
meant by “they.” He said he had 
received the envelope from some- 
one whom he would not name, 
and delivered it to someone whom 
he would not identify. 

During Constitution Fight. 

The Jefferson City trip was 
made at a time when the small- 
loan lobby was in the thick of 
its fight to exclude from the pro- 
posed new constitution the sec- 
tion intended to invalidate the 
existing statute which permits 
smali-loan companies to charge 
interest at the rate of 30 to 36 
per cent a year. 

The small-loan tobby lost its

CHURCHILL AFFIRMS ALLIES’ 
UNITY ON ‘GENERAL AIMS’ 


He Adds in Reply 


Accord ‘in Ever}? Aspect Another Question,’ 


to Query on U.S., 


Russian Attitude on Greece. 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill told the House 
of Commons today that the three 
great powers were in “entire 
agreement about the general aims 


which bind our alliance,” but 
added that “whether there is com- 
plete agreement on every aspect 
of these matters is another ques- 
tion altogether.” 

Churchill, under bitter attack 
in a special debate on British 
policy in Greece, where British 
troops have been fighting E.L.A.S. 
forces of the E.A.M. (National 
Liberation Front), made the state- 
ment in response to a question 
whether the United States and 
Russia were in full accord with 
that policy. 

Churchill and Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden stood pat on 
intervention in Greece, but Eden 
urged the quick re-establishment 
of face-to-face contact among the 
Foreign Ministers of Britain, Rus- 
sia and the United States to deal 
with such problems, 

The chamber was thrown into 


confusion as shouts came from all 
sides attacking King: George of 
Greece. 

Dr. Haden Guest, Laborite, as- 
serted “it is not worth spending 
the life or the wounding of one 
British soldier to defend the 
King’s prerogative.” 

Eden Hits Back at Critics. 

Replying to vitriolic criticisms 
in which one Laborite shouted, 
“There may be civil war in 
Britain,’ Eden said Britain’s only 
error in Greece was in not taking 
the troops of its Allies into that 
country along with its own. He 
asserted there was no question of 
Britain’s armed _ intervention 
“without consulting our allies.” 

The Government would. ‘“wel- 
come quarterly meetings between 
the foreign secretaries of the 
great powers as they used to have 
before to deal with some of these 
matters” Eden said. “The Prime 
Minister and I have said over and 
over again that they would go 
anywhere.” 

Eden declared that Britain had

Plenty of Cigarettes for Yanks 
In Pacific at Five Cents a Pack

SOMEWHERE IN THE PA- 
CIFIC, Dec. 20.—In the Pacific 
area there ig no limit on purchases 


of cigamettes although there have 
been temporary shortages of par- 
ticular brands, The Army sells 
them by pack or carton across the 
counter of post exchange stores, 
as do civilian stores in Hawaii. In 
Army post exchanges cigarettes 
are tax-free, so cost only 5 cents 
a pack as compared with 17 in 
civilian stores. The Navy ship 
service stores will sell a man only 
one carton at a time, for which 
he must sign a slip, but there is 
no check on the number of slips 
signed. No service man abuses 
this freedom. 

At present there are satisfac- 
tory stocks for both military and 
civilian consumption, The Army 
has a two-month supply on hand 


as against three-month reserve in 


the past. In future it will be re- 
stricted to 75 per cent of its for- 
mer demands for the three pop- 
ular brands and must take 25 per 
cent of other brands to make up 
the quota. 


Ration Increased for Yanks in 
Communications Zone,

The Army is playing Santa Claus 
to its American personnel in the 
communications zone by increas- 
ing its weekly cigarette ration 
from two to five packages, effec- 
tive Christmas eve.

YANKS RECAPTURE 


Situation ‘Both Confused 
and Serious,’ Front Re- 
port Says—Americans 
Hit at Flank of Enemy’s 
Salient. 


PARIS, Dec. 20 (AP).—A second 
powerful wave of German men 
and armor was hurled against the 
already hard-hit American First 
Army in Belgium and Luxembourg 
today and deepened the penetra- 
tions made by the enemy's furious 
five-day counter offensive. 

Although crack American troops 
appeared to be stemming the on- 
slaught in the Monschau area, on 
the northern edge of the German 
drive, a late dispatch declared the 
situation along the entire 60-mile 
front was “both confused and 


serious.” 

Front dispatches, released 
through censorship, disclosed that 
the main German drive is being 
made in the region of Stavelot. 

American tanks and tank de- 
stroyers were smashing at the side 
of the enemy salient just south of 
Stavelot and were reported to be 
making some progress.

States First Army troops have 
blunted one powerful German 
drive that lunged 20 miles into 
Belgium to Stavelot, and have re- 
captured Monschau, a German 
town 17 miles to the nertheast.

FORMER MINISTER INDICTED 
BY U. S. ON ESPIONAGE CHARGE 


Carl E. L. Krepper Said to Have 
Been Told to Set Up Contact 
For Nazi Spies 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The Justice Department today an- 


nounced the indictment of a for- 
mer minister who, the Department 
said, had been instructed to estab- 
lish himself in this country as a 
contact for German spies. 

The indictments, returned at 
Newark, N, J., charged Carl Emil 
Ludwig Krepper of Newark with 
violating the sabotage, censorship 
and foreign agents statutes. 

A white pocket handkerchief 
taken from one of the eight Ger- 
man saboteurs caught in New 
York in 1942 was found to con- 
tain, in secret ink, the legend: 
“Pas. (pastor) Krepper, Route 2, 
Rahway, New Jersey.” Hoover 
said Krepper received his mail at 
that address. 

One indictment alleges that 
Krepper conspired with Walter 
Kappe, identified by the F. B. I. 
as a director of the Nazi sabotage 
school in Berlin, and with his wife, 
Bertha Krepper, “to injure, inter- 
fere with and obstruct the national 
defense of the United States,” and 
“to use a code and other devices” 
to circumvent censorship. 


FIRM PAYS RECORD $535,189 
FOR VIOLATING OPA RULES 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20 (AP).—The 
Reliance Manufacturing Co. yes- 
terady paid $535,189 to the United 
States Treasury, it was announced 
by Marion W. Isbell, Chicago area 
OPA director, who said it was the 
largest settlement ever made for 
violation of an OPA apparel regu- 
lation. The company has 22 fac- 
tories throughout the country.

Seizure of Valencia, about eight 
miles north of Ormoc, was dis- 
closed by Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur today. As the Seventy- 
seventh Division smashed into the 
city, the First (dismounted) Cav- 
alry swung in a flanking drive 
from the direction of Carigara 
Bay and captured Lonoy, six miles 
north of Valencia. 

In so doing, they cut behind a 
strong Japanese force already 
pinned down by the Thirty-second 
Division and thus the enemy 
troops, of unestimated number, 
were entrapped between the two 
American Divisions. 

The Seventy-seventh already has 
placed the Valencia airfield in use 
and it is providing another base

Despite daily press outcries and 
frantic efforts by the London 
Price Regulation Committee to 
protect the public from black 
market toys, retailers and curb- 
side peddlers flourish because 
parents have been willing to pay 
high prices. Street hawkers sell 
crude Santa Claus masks at $1, 
roughly painted tree twigs for 
decorations at $1.75 and twigs of 
mistletoe at 15 cents an ounce, 

Secondhand toys, especially of 
prewar manufacture, fetch fabu- 
lous prices. At a recent auction, 
doll carriages sold for $96, _ tri- 
cycles for $64, children’s bicycles 
for $32 and a wind-up train set 
for $68.

Over Foxholes 


HeroieStand Checks 
Nazis in Monschau 
Area.

IN BELGIUM SOUTH OF 
MONSCHAU, Dec. 20 (AP).—Vet- 
eran American doughboys flung 
into one of the war's weirdest bat- 
tles on a moment’s notice, brought 
the German attack on the north- 
ern flank near here to a bloody 
halt yesterday in a welter of 
wrecked tanks and dead men. 

At least six German counter- 
attacks were smashed, 

Farther to the south the situa- 
tion remained fluid and obscure, 
with deep German penetrations re- 
ported, but in this mountainous 


pine-covered area, where millions 
of snow-covered evergreens stand 
like Christmas trees, the Germans’ 
Elite Guard tank columns have 
been stopped and hurled back 
while their flying bombs. still 
thunder overhead. 

How it was done is one of the 
wars most fascinating battle 
stories, 

Some gallant doughboys stood 
fast in their foxholes and alowed 
tanks actually to run over them 
rather than retreat. It was one 
of the most spectacularly coura- 
geous actions since a British Cold- 
stream Guard unit in Tunisia two 
years ago this month fought a 
German Panzer attack outside 
Medjez el Bab until the Nazi 
tanks crushed them in their 
trenches. , 

Some Yanks Crack. 

Not all the actions in this bit- 
ter fighting are of such exemplary 
bravery, for there are other Amer- 
ican formations which are crack- 
ing under the Nazi onslaught. 

It is a front of wild confusion.

WITH AMERICAN TROOPS 
IN BELGIUM, Dec. 20 (AP).—It 
is obvious, despite the inevitable 
confusion and flurry of attacks 
and counterattacks, that the en- 
emy penetrations of the First 
Army line represent an all-out 


German effort to crack the west- 
ern front. 

It remains to be seen whether 
these penetrations represent the 
only strong push against the Allies 
or are part of a projected Ger- 
man pincer movement, but the sit- 
uation on the First Army front re- 
mained yesterday in a semi-fluid 
state. 

The enemy appeared to be un- 
able to widen materially the bases 
of his twin penetration triangles, 
but the points of those triangles 
were pushing deeper into Belgium. 

That Field Marshal Karl Ru- 
dolph Gerd von Rundstedt was 
definitely throwing all his might 
at Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
seemed clear, if for no other rea- 
son than the appearance of certain 
crack German elements which 
were well known to be in reserve 
for a “last ditch” defense of the 
Reich. 

Other factors showed it was not 
merely a fight for time or solely 
an attempt to upset plans for an 
Allied offensive, but a fullblown 
attack in its own right. 

They were continued unstinted

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F.D.R. Sends Christmas Greeting 
To Services: ‘We Remember You’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 20 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt and members 
of the high command sent Christ- 
mas greetings today to men and 
women of the armed forces 
throughout the world. 

“On behalf of a grateful nation,” 
said Roosevelt’s message, “I send 
to the men and women of our 
armed forces everywhere warm 
and confident good wisheg this 
fourth Christmas of war. On 
Christmas day, more than on any 
other day, we remember you with 
pride and with humility, with an- 
guish and with joy. We shal] keep 
on remembering you all the days 
of our lives. 

“It is therefore with solemn 
pride that I salute those who stand 
in the forefront of the struggle to 
bring back to a suffering world 
the way of life symbolized by the 
spirit of Christmas.” 

In another: message addressed 
to ill and wounded fighters, the 
President said: . 

“With a deep personal sense of 
obligation, I welcome the privilege 


of sending to you this Christmas 
day a message of admiration and 
affection. You have given of your 
blood and health to restore to 
Christmas its meaning and to 
make the spirit of Christmas genu- 
inely prevail throughout the world. 

“It takes courage to fight on a 
battlefront and it takes courage to 
fight from a hospital bed. We 
would not cheapen your hours of 
heroism by wishing you a ‘Merry 
Christmas,’ but we wish you to 
know that we are with you in 
spirit, in comradeship and in 
faith.” 

Top military leaders including 
Secretary of War Stimson, Navy 
Secretary Forrestal, Gen. George 
C. Marshall, Army chief of staff, 
and Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, Pa- 
cific commander in chief, also 
sent Christmas messages to serv- 
ice personnel throughout’ the 
world.

The Germans obviously are in 
quest of our supplies. They con- 
tinued to exert their main pressure 
frontally, At several points, enemy 
prisoners—724 were taken in the 24 
hours to midnight last night—or 
enemy dead were found wearing 
civilian clothing. 

The Nazis also were reported 
using captured American Sherman 
tanks at several points. 

Along the eastern end of the 
enemy salient’s northern flank, the 
Americans succeeded in beating off 
a number of counterattacks with- 
out a great deal of difficulty. Two 
were turned back before dawn 
today east of Malmedy, in the 
| corridor where the infantry first 
met the main force of the Nazi 
onslaught. 


Heavy U. S. Casualties. 
Associated Press Correspondent 
Wes Gallagher said that Ameri- 
can casualties have been heavy, 
“as shown by crowded aid sta- 
th s.” 

Another dispatch from the First 
Army front said the Germans 
were crushing into increasingly 
dense defenses thrown together 
by the Americans. 

American antiaircraft guns 
were said to have halted German 
tanks near Stavelot yesterday, but 
elsewhere the armored  spear- 
heads moved forward.

Yanks Cut Off. 

The second Nazi drive was a 
pincer thrust on the important 
road hub of St. Vith, four miles in- 
side Belgium and about 12 miles 
below Malmedy. 

It cut off some American troops, 
but up to Monday noon at least 
these were holding out in tight 
defense pockets, and St, Vith it- 
self was being barred to the Ger- 
mans by an American screening 
force. 

One claw cut in as far as Mas- 
pelt, four miles south of St. Vith.

FIRST ARMY CUT 
IN TWO, NAZIS SAY 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP). — The 
Germans said today that the 
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United States First Army had 
been “cut in two” by the Ger- 
man counteroffensive on the West- 
ern front and reported that the 
attack was planned personally and 
— being directed by Adolf Hit- 
er. 

Although a news blackout on 
military developments was main- 
tained by the Germans as it was 
by the Allies, Berlin broadcasts to 
listeners both within the Reich 
and abroad said that strong Ger- 
man reserves wére available to 
keep up the momentum of the 
drive despite “considerable losses 
in the last few months.” 

“It is clear that more than two 
divisions have been flung into the 
attack,” a Nazi Army broadcast 
said, “but how big our reserves 
are and where they are placed is 
known only to the Fuehrer and a 
few selected persons.” 

The Berlin radio said the offen- 
sive already had paid dividends 
by compelling the Allies to halt 
attacks on other sectors. 

The broadcast quoted Hitler's 
newspaper, the Volkischer Beo- 
bachter, as saying: 

“It is certain we are only at 
the beginning of heavier fighting. 
The German people, educated by 
the advances and retreats of this 
war, view the situation coldblood- 
edly, realistically and _  callously. 
But there is joy in everyone's eye. 
We are advancing again.” 

The whole secret of Hitler’s si- 
lence now is revealed, a German 
announcer told German forces in 
the West. 

“The Fuehrer is excellent,” he 
said. “In all tranquillity we let 
the enemy guess, lie and provoke 
because we didn’t want to tell the 
world the reason the Fuehrer sur- 
rounded. himself with a veil of 
silence—because he planned and 
prepared the German offensive 
during these last days and weeks 
to the last detail.” 


OVER SLEEPING TOKYO; TWO 
SAIPAN, Dec. 20 
(Via Navy Radio)—(AP). 
HREE Saipan-based Super- 
1 fortresses raided Tokyo be- 
fore dawn today. They 
found all of Honshu, the main 
island of Japan, blacked out in 
expectation of the return of 
B-208 on nightly flights to re- 
port the weather over Japan. 
The first attacking plane 
found antiaircraft opposition 
meager. Two night fighters 
which came up kept their dis- 
tance. The next plane over 
found fires set by the first 
plane burning in the industrial 
area and dropped more bombs.

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GHAPLIN MAKES 
DENIAL OF CHARGE

Says Intimate Relations

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
Charlie Chaplin underwent his sec- 
ond day of questioning today in 
Joan Berry’s suit to have him 
decreed the father of her baby. 

The Chaplin acquitted last April 
of a charge of transporting her to 
New York for immoral purposes 
was calm and almost icy when he 
addressed a United States District 
Court jury then. Yesterday he 
was fiery and loud, he twisted and 
turned and pounded the witness- 
box rail as he cried: 

“I have committed no crime... . 
Your honor, I am human... . This 
man (Miss Berry’s attorney, Jo- 
seph Scott) is trying to infer that 
J am a monster... .I have been 
verbally pilloried and lynched... .” 

Miss Berry wants the 55-year- 
old comedian to pay $2500 monthly 
for the support of her 14-months- 
old Caro] Ann. 

Scott, in outlining his case to the 
jury of seven women and five men, 
said evidence would show that 
Chaplin and Miss Berry spent the 
night of Dec. 23, 1942, together. 
Chaplin denied this. He said he 
and hig former drama pupil had 
broken off their “intimate rela- 
tions” months before. 


“Gun in Her Hand.” 

“She came to my bedroom,” he 
said, referring to Dec. 23, 1942. “It 
was close to midnight. I was tele- 
phoning someone. She was in the 
door to the bathroom with a gun 
in her hand. 

“She circled around, and I asked 
her what she was up to. She said 
she was going to kill herself. I 
said, ‘Why do you come to my 
house ?—in order to create a scan- 
dal?’ She said she was going to 
teach me, that she was destitute. 

“I said, ‘Why do you do this 
when I’ve tried everything in the 
world to build you. up materially 
and spiritually, to give you a repu- 
tation, to teach you to act?’ 

“I believed in that girl. 

“I said, ‘You cannot sleep here.’” 

“What did she say?” 

“Just a moment—this happened 
a long time ago—it’s something 
I’d rather forget. I have been ver- 
bally pilloried and lynched.” 

Chaplin said he finally consented 
to her remaining overnight and 
that she slept in the guest room. 
(Scott had called it the “Paulette 
Goddard room,” referging to one

Little Judith Ann Schaardt will 
hold a double celebration: this 
week end at Missouri Baptist Hos- 
pital, where she has been a patient 
for more than seven months be- 
cause of complications which re- 
sulted from swallowing two pen- 
nies at her home in Chester, IIl., 
last May. 

Judy will observe her third 
birthday on Saturday. On Mon- 
day, she will participate in the 
hospital’s annual Christmas party 
for patients in the children’s di- 
vision. Her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Elmer Schaardt, will come to St. 
Louis to be with her on both 
days. 

Last May, her mother =§ said, 
Judy was given a’ nickel and a 
penny by a visitor to the Schaardt 
home. She apparently placed the 
penny in her mouth. A screen 
door slammed against her as she 
stood near it, and the penny be- 
came lodged in her windpipe. 
The girl was rushed to a doc- 
tor, and X-ray photographs showed 


two coins in the windpipe. Her 
parents said one must have been 
inhaled at least two weeks pre- 
viously, when she had also been 
given a penny. 

She was brought to the hospital 
here, and the coins were removed 
promptly. Pneumonia developed 
in a short time, however, because 
the one penny had been in t he 
windpipe so long. Within a week 
it was necessary to perform a 
tracheotomy and insert a tube go 
that she could breathe. 

Two weeks later an abscess 
formed in the windpipe, and an 
operation was performed to re- 
move it. Further complications 
developed with the presence of 
fluid in the chest cavity. 

“If it were not for an oxygen 
tent and the powerful germ-kill- 
ing effects of penicillin and sulfa- 
diazine, Judy probably wouldn't 
have lived to celebrate a _ third 
birthday or Christfas,” her phy- 
sician, Dr. Richard J. Payne, told 
the Post-Dispatch.

Today’s Testimony. 

Chaplin was more composed to- 
day but still sharp of tongue. 
Pressed by Scott for his conversa- 
tion with Miss Berry at the 
Chaplin swimming pool in the 
summer of 1942, the comedian was 
asked: 

“Did you tell her, ‘I can’t marry 
you. I am going to have peace if 
I have to go to jail for 20 years’?” 
Scott asked. 

Chaplin leaned forward in the 
witness chair and replied in a 
loud voice: 

“No. I said, ‘how can you be 80 
blatant? How can you look me in 
the face and say that? I know 
what kind of a life you have been 
leading’. ¥ 

“And did she know what kind 
of a life you had been leading?” 
Scott demanded. 

“Yes, my life is an open book,” 
Chaplin replied. , 

Scott asked: “Did you say to 
Joan, ‘If you do anything about it 
(the threat of a suit), I I will 
bring up every man you have ever 

nown’?” 

Chaplin: “Words to that effect.” 

U. S. Trial Transcript. 

Scott introduced a transcript of 
the evidence Chaplin gave during 
his Mann Act trial last spring. 
Asked at that time when was the 
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last time he had sexual relations 
with his former protege, Chaplin 
replied, “Sexual intercourse is not 
that important in my life.” 


Further questioning in the Fed- 
eral trial developed that the wit- 
ness could not give the date, even 
approximately. 


“Now you say it was February, 
1942, when you broke off your re- 
lationship,” Scott stated. 


Chaplin’s attorney, objected that 
Chaplin said yesterday that he 
could not remember.

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BLAKE POINTS OUT 
SINISTER FORGES 
FIGHTING GrARTER 


He Says Officials Will 
Be Watched to See 
Whether Funds Are In- 
fluencing Them. 


“Sinister forces of opposition” to 
the proposed new Constitution, in- 
cluding some small-loan com- 
panies, were named by Robert E. 
Blake, chairman of the _ recent 
Constitutional Convention, in his 
address at the luncheon for forma- 
tion of a St. Louis supporting com- 
mittee at Hotel Jefferson today. 

George M. Berry, president of 
the Berry Motor Car Co. was 
elected by the meeting as chair- 
man of the St. Louis committee, 
and Mrs. George Gellhorn, presi- 
dent of the League of Women 
Voters, was chosen as secretary. 
These selections were made on 
recommendation of a nominating 


committee appointed by Jacob M. 
Lashly,. head of the state support- 
ing committee, and headed by Wil- 
liam W. Crowdus, former president 
of the St. Louis Bar Association. 


Blake spoke of the suit filed in 
Jefferson City last week by a 
Springfield lawyer, for an injunc- 
tion against expenditure of state 
funds for publicity in behalf of 
the new constitution. The counsel 
for the plaintiff is former Judge 
Frank B. Williams of Springfield, 
a member of the Convention, and 
Blake remarked that Williams’ 
arguments, “to which our conven- 
tion with remarkable patience list- 
ened for a year,” were clearly 
recognizable in the petition. 


‘Sinister Forces.’ 


“The newspapers of the last few 
days have indicated,” Blake said, 
“that they see sinister forces of 
opposition behind this lawsuit. 
They indicate that a group of com- 
panies, which under our laws has 
enjoyed special privileges as to in- 
terest rates, and which sought un- 
successfully in the convention to 
prevent an interference with those 
special privileges—that some of 
these companies are furnishing 
now the funds with which to fi- 
nance thig litigation and to defeat 
the new constitution, 


“IT talked with the head of one 
of these companies, in an effort 
to show .him that it was a griev- 
ous wrong against the public in- 
terest to oppose the adoption of a 
constitution containing so much 
that is good and so much that is 
important, merely hecause the 
constitution contained a provision 
which might adversely affect his 
business interest—an interest of 
minor public importance. 


“He firmly denied that he, his 
company, or his associates in 
his company had participated or 
would participate in the opposi- 
tion. 

‘ Cites Effect on Other Firms. 

“But we would be naive indeed 
if we accepted his denial as clos- 
ing the whole subject. As he ex- 
plained to me, there are other 
companies, many of them which 
are in the same business, and who 
would be more adversely affected 
than would his company. 

“Now, I have said that at least 
one frustrated delegate, some state 
office-holders, and some local offi- 
clals who are beneficiaries of the 
old fee system, for narrowly self- 
ish reasons, would oppose us, The 
opposition of these officials would 
not be dangerous without finan- 
cial support. With plenty of finan- 
cial support it will be dangerous. 

“As this campaign develops it 
will be interesting and enlighten- 
ing to the voters to note which of 
their elected or appointed officials 
are being thus influenced.” 

Need of Getting Out Vote. 

Blake said “an imposing list” of 
organizations had indorsed the 
proposal, but that the importance 
of getting out individual voters 
must not be overlooked, He dis- 
cussed some objections raised by 
critics of the Convention’s work, 
one being that the Constitution 
should not be revised while many 
Missourians are away at war. “As 
the father of one of those boys,” 
he said, “I know that they will be 
glad we have done a bit of tidying 
up in preparation for their return. 
They will be grateful that we did 
not loaf on the job.” 

Other critics, he said, complain 
of the submission of the document 
as a whole. Some delegates held 
this view at the beginning of the 
convention, Blake noted, -but no 
one voted against the final deci- 
sion for unit submission. 

Denying “the whispered charge” 
that the Constitution was written 
to favor special interests, he said: 

“Never before has any delibera- 
tive body been more free from spe- 
cial interest. This constitution is 
not one of special privilege, but 
one against special privilege.” 

“Near unanimity” of the Con- 
vention delegates, the speaker 
held, was shown by the fact that 
77 of the 83 signed the completed 
document, only five refusing to 
sign; one had died. He cited also 
the indorsement of the document 
by the surviving members of the

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).— 
The Seventy-eighth Congress wrote 
finis to a two-year record yester- 
day by giving Secretary of State 
Stettinius authority to reorganize 
the State Department with six 


new assistants. However, there 
were some strings attached. 


They are (1) an announced Pres- 
idential promise to fire any who 
did not follow his policies religi- 
ously, and (2) strong insistence in 
the Senate that the department 


hew closely to the line of the At- 
lantic Charter, 

Ending two weeks of turmoil 
and bitter debate, the Senate con- 
firmed Joseph C. Grew, former 
Ambassador to Japan, to be Under 
Secretary of State. It gave Grew 
a 66 to 7 vote of confidence before 
it adjourned, 

Then it voted to confirm five 
Assistant Secretaries of State—all 
part of the team that Stettinius 
said he wanted to modernize the 
department fer the tremendous 
work ahead, They were W. J. 
Clayton, Archibald MacLeish, Nel- 
son Rockefeller, James: C. Dunn 
and Brig. Gen. Julius C. Holmes. 


Jobs Sharply Defined. 

Stettinius announced today that 
responsibilities would be more 
sharply defined in the new setup. 
The Under Secretary, Grew, was 
relieved of detail jobs and Stet- 
tinius and Grew will work togeth- 
er as a unit. Throughout Stet- 
tinius’ explanation of how depart- 
mental machinery has been re- 
vamped the teamwork theme was 
constantly emphasized. 

Grew and four of the five as- 
sistant secretaries were sworn in 
today by Associate Justice Stanley 
Reed of the Supreme Court. Gen. 
Julius C. Holmes was absent. He 
now is in Paris finishing up his 
job as deputy to Gen. Eisenhower. 
He will return Jan. 15, Stettinius 
said. 

Stettinius also disclosed the ap- 
pointment of Avra Warren, am- 
bassador to Panama, as director 
of the Office of American Repub- 
lic Affairs under Assistant Secre- 
tary Rockefeller, replacing Nor- 
man Armour, who has been named 
Ambassador to Spain. 


Leo Pasvolsky was continued as 
special assistant to the Secretary 
and put in charge of a consoli- 
dated office to deal with postwar 
problems and the organization of 
a world security agency.

TRUCKERS END 
WILDCAT STRIKE: 
FACIGHT MOVING 


Drivers Call Off Walkout 
After Union Leaders 
Say It Ties Up Needed 
War Goods. 


Truck freight, both civilian and 
military, began to move again to- 
day shortly after striking truck 
drivers agreed to call off the two- 
and-a-half-day wildcat stoppage at 
noon. The men voted unanimous- 
ly this morning to end the strike 
at a meeting at teamsters’ union 
headquarters, 4111 Forest Park 
avenue, after William (Buck) 
Ryan, president of the AFL Team- 
sters’ and Chauffeurs’ Union, Lo- 
cal 600, and Daniel J. Murphy, in- 
ternational vice president of the 
union, said the tieup prevented 
movement of materials urgently 
needed on the fighting fronts. 

Union officers did not expect 
all freight to be moved at once, 
as they surmised it would take 
some time for the drivers to get 
all the trucks into motion. About 
2000 drivers had been affeeted by 
the strike. The meeting was at- 
tended by approximately 700 of 
them. 

Ryan told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter he and other local union 
officers promised the men they 
would confer with the Association 
of Team and Truck Owners inan 
effort to modify that provision of 
the union’s ‘current contract, ap- 
proved by the War Labor Board, 
that extends its duration from one 
year to 17% months. Ryan said 
he had not assured the men that 
he would be able to obtain a modi- 
fication of this provision, which 
was given by the wildcat strikers 
as a reason for the stoppage.

Before Churchill spoke, Eden re- 
viewed the requirements Gen, Sco- 
bie had laid down to the E.L.A.8 
forces in Greece to evacuate the 
province of Attica, to order all 
members in Athens and Piraeus to 
cease resistance, and ot hand in 
their arms. 

“Gen. Scobie made it clear,” 
Eden said, “that as soon as these 
requirements were fulfilled he 
would inform Field Marshal (Sir 
Harold) Alexander who would 
concert the necessary steps to put 
an end to the present turmoil] in 
Greece and to restore to all 
Greeks, whatever their opinions, 
the peaceful enjoyment of their 
democratic principles.” 

Eden said a committee of the 
E. A. M. agreed on Dec. 16 to with- 
draw the E. L. A. 8. from Attica, 
but had not replied to the other 
conditions for an end of resiat- 
ance and surrender of armas, 

If the E. A. M. accepts the 
terms of the armistice, Eden said, 
‘Then we shall do our best to 
insure to the Greek people the

“Britain Not Against Regency.” 

Eden denied implications that 
British policy was dictated by 
spheres of influence, and said the 
British were “seeking nothing for 
ourselves in Greece—neither stra- 
tegic advantage, nor economic ad- 
vantage or any other advantage 
of that kind at all.” 

The British Government “is not 
against a regency in Greece,” he 
said, and asserted that, so far as 
he was aware, King George II of 
Greece would take the advice of 
his ministers. 


Athens dispatches today said the 
Greek Government had advised 
the King to accept a regency. 

Eden declared that Britain was 
not trying to “impose the King 
with British ‘bayonets on the 

= Greek people.” It was the British 
Ambassador in Athens, he added, 
who first had put forward the idea 
of a regency. 
Laborite Attacks Policy 


Opening the full-dress debate, 
Arthur Greenwood, the Labor 
party floor leader, declared “The 
Prime Minister has not handled 
this situation in the way in which 
it should have been handled.” Cal)l- 
ing the situation in Greece a test 
case, he criticised the “tone and 
words” of Churchill, declaring he 
had tried to convey the impres- 
sion that “everyone who was an

But Greenwood avoided chal- 
lenging the Government to a vote

tomorrow. If that were carried 
out, Bevan warned, it would “put 
this House in a most shameful 
position.” 

“When the Germans were fight- 
ing in Greece we said that if 
Athens were bombed we would 
bomb Rome. The Germans did 
not bomb: Athens, but we have 
bombed Athens,” said Bevan, who 
is Churchill's bitterest critic in 
Commons. 

The Laborite called on Eden to 
give assurance that the British 
Government favored a regency, 
and demanded that King George 
II of Greece be barred from “in- 
triguing” with Greek Ministers in 
Athens by cutting off his means of 
communication with them. 

Commons in Uproar. 

Shouts of protest, however, 
greeted Bevan’s assertion that 
“Ghurkas are being used in Greece 
because they are politically back- 
ward people and can be relied 
=e to fire upon the Greek peo- 
P oe 

Eden cut in with: “The over- 
whelming majority of our troops 
in Greece at this moment are 
white troops.” 

At this point the House broke 
into an uproar with some members 
accusing Bevan of raising “the col- 
or question.” 

Bevan described the opening 
speech of the leader of his own 
party, Greenwood, as “very mod- 
erate.” If the Greek crisis was 
not solved by the time Commons 
returned after the Christmas re- 
cess, he warned, “then if the 
Labor party itself does not put 
the vote of censure on the Gov- 
ernment, some of us will have to 
make clear that they (the policies 
in liberated countries) are the 
policies of Tories alone and not of 
this House.” 

“There may be a civil war in 
Britain then,” shouted Laborite 
Seymour Cocks, who led the last 
fight against the Churchill Gov- 
ernment, : 


Sir Percy Harris, Liberal, said 
there was “suspicion that the 
Government is playing the game 
of power politics and endeavoring 
to establish a sphere of influ- 
ence.”

The Atlantic Charter. 


The press conference was of the 
rambling sort, but it brought out 
the news that the Atlantic Charter 
had not been signed by the Presi- 
dent and Prime Minister Churchill 
during their meeting off the New- 
foundiand coast in August 1941, 
and that so far as the President 
knows it does not exist as a 
formal document. 

The nearest approach to a docu- 
ment, the President said, would 
be the copies used by the radio 
operated on the American cruiser 
Augusta and the British battle- 
ship Prince of Wales, which were 
made from the edited drafts by 
Churchill and Roosevelt and from 
the scribbled notes of Sumner 
Welles, then Under Secretary of 
State, and Sir Alexander Cadogan, 
British permanent Under Secre- 
tary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

Signatures, he said, might turn 
up eventually but the charter had 
been signed in substance when he 
and the Prime Minister told their 
aids to give the scribbled papers 
to the radio operator, with instruc- 
tions to send the message to Lon- 
don and Washington for release 
to the press.

He said he had 
made a little speech, asking them 
to sign, then found out that the 
copy to which other United Na- 
tions had inscribed signatures was 
in a State Department safe, with 
the fellow who had the combina- 
tion miles away. 

Then, Roosevelt said, he looked 
for a pen and found one. But it 
had no ink. So, he said, he bor- 
rowed one from the Mexican Am- 
bassador, while muttering a bit of 
strong language, and wrote out a 
brief statement saying that we 
hereby join in the document of the 
United Nations. 

Later, Presidential Secretary 
Stephen Early called in reporters 
and showed them the statement 
received by radio from the Augus- 
ta in August, 1941. The communi- 
cation was signed simply “Roose- 
velt,” but it began with instruc- 
tions to Early on releasing a state- 
ment to the press and then quoted 
the text of the statement itself. 
That statement incorporated the 
Atlantic Charter and it was signed: 
“Franklin D. Roosevelt” and “Win- 
ston S. Churchill.” 

Early interpreted this to mean 
that Churchil] and the President 
merely had signed a press release,

GASOLINE HIJACKED 
IN PARIS AS LIQUOR 
ONCE WAS IN U.S. 


PARIS, Dec. 4 (Delayed) (AP). 
—Gasoline has been hijacked at 
the point of a gun on Paris streets 
as liquor was hijacked in the 
United States during prohibition.

ALLIES NOT TRYING TO AVOID 
BOMBING LANDMARKS IN REICH 


LONDON, Dec. 20 (AP).— Air 
Minister Sir Archibald Sinclair 
told the House of Commons today 
that “Frankly, it is not practical 
in attacking German targets” to 
provide airmen with instructions 
to avoid bombing cathedrals and 
other buildings of historic and 
artistic value. 

Miss Eleanor Rathbone, inde- 
pendent, asked why the system 
was workable in Italy and not in 
Germany.

There can be little doubt that 
the most favorable outcome of this

tegic reserve. This might well 
take place as a result of a German 
failure to capture the Hohe Venn 
plus a deep German advance 
through Luxembourg; and it is 
just possible that the good break 
in the weather which permitted 
the free operation of our tactical 
air power Monday may have been 
enough to upset the German cal- 
culations on the northern part of 
the battle zone. 

In general, it may be said that 


penetration through northern 


our first moves must be directed 
toward containing the flanks of 
the German thrust and preventing 
it from spreading into our vital 
supply zones, especially that be- 
tween Liege and Aachen. If we 
can do that and build up our 
strength along those flanks, we 
can presently pinch it off and per- 
haps destroy a good many of the 
troops engaged in it. If not, we 
may have to withdraw parts of our 
own front. 

That is about the size of the 
situation as it stands now, 


Air Power Big Facton 

Much depends on the weather, 
for tactical air power is our major 
weapon for the swift-moving bat- 
tle of interception and delay. The 
more use we can make of tactical 
aviation, the less will be the 
necessity for committing our 
ground reinforcements in driblets. 
As divisions come up to the com- 
bat zone, it is far better to com- 
mit them as complete fighting 
units, rather than have to feed 
battalions and combat groups into 
the line as they arrive in order 
to restore local situations. The 
degree to which the latter course 
is forced on us may affect the 
subsequent course of events ma- 
terially. 

One more comment is certainly 
pertinent at this time, and that 
is that it never pays to underesti- 
mate the enemy. We have passed 
through a period of overcgnfi- 
dence which hag done us no good 
at all. Now the Germans have 
struck back at us_ with terrific 
violence, We should not be 
plunged into gloom. This coun- 
ter-offensive will be stopped, for 
the Germans do not have the re- 
sources for a_ sustained effort, 
but for the moment it is a dan- 
gerous threat which it will take 
time and lives and tremendous ef- 
fort to check. 


FULL STORY OF U.S.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Paris, Dec, 20 (AP). — 
Supreme Headquarters. partly 
lifted today the security news 
blackout on progress of the Ger- 
man offensive against the United 
States First Army line, and the 
full account of reverses on that 
front has been promised the pub- 
lic at the earliest moment con- 
sistent with military security.

He says the Ger- 
mans are complying whole-heart- 
edly with every rule, have sur- 
rendered their firearms without 
demurring, and have shown no 
signs of resenting American occu- 
pation. They remain off highways 
and disappear from the streets 
while curfew is in effect. Their 
exemplary behavior is attributed 
to their long ee to strict 
discipline. 


Capt. Chadwick conducted one 
o- the first flag-raising ceremonies 
held on German soil by Third 
Army troops. A small number of 
American soldiers and a group of 
German onlookers were present. 
When the flag was run up, the 
Germans bared their heads of 
their own volition even though 
rain was falling. 

One of Capt. Chadwick's inno- 
vations was the appointment of 
a German woman as mayor of 
the small German town of Perl, 
occupied by troops of the Ténth 
Armored Division on Nov. 19. 

From its heights one can see 
into Luxembourg, France and Ger- 
many. The population originally 
was 1800, but many were evacu- 
ated early in September. The 
town lies a few miles west of 
the Siegfried, line and was aban- 
doned by the retreating German 
Army after only token resistance. 


Discounted Gestapo Tales. 


A German policewoman resident 
of Perl told Chadwick that tales 
were spread in the village of |—— 
American atrocities to come, but 
that the people were not im-(|= 
pressed and thought the Gestapo 
picture was grossly exaggerated. 

She and her friends lived in 
cellars during the bombardment 
and street fighting. 

This informant did not believe 
the Germans would attempt an 
underground resistance movement 
after the end of organized hostil- 
ities. The people, she said were 
“fed full of war up to their necks 
and will be glad when it is over.”

A Small Loan Plot? 


Today’s disclosures, in our news columns, 
about reported activities of small-loan interests 
at the Missouri Constitutional Convention, which 
involved the alleged delivery of $18,000 in cash, 
make it imperative that a legislative inquiry be 
conducted, as Representative Raymond J. Lahey 
urged yesterday. 

The conflicting stories told by the two men 
involved in the mysterious Jefferson City mis- 
sion—one of them an associate of small-loan in- 
terests—are reason enough for concluding that 
the trail is hot, especially when the report links 
the delivery of the money with a delegate who 
had worked against the effort to reduce the high 
legal rates, 36 and 30 per cent a year, now en- 
joyed by the companies. 

This new development ties in with several 
previous indications that the powerful small-loan 
lobby is laying ambuscades and booby traps in 
an effort to wreck the new Constitution. Robert 
E. Blake, president of the convention, was 
warned in September that the lobby might fi- 
nance a campaign against the convention if the 
convention adopted the proposal that would en- 
danger their bonanza. In his address today, Mr. 
Blake speaks of “sinister forces of opposition,” 
and obviously means the small-loan group. 

Certainly the facts thus far brought out justify 
a broad, deep and thorough investigation. If 
the lobby, in order to protect the high interest 
rates it is now legally privileged to charge, is 
indeed trying to keep the people of Missouri 
from modernizing: their archaic system of gov- 
ernment, its machinations ought to be brought 
out into the open. 

There are many indications that the high- 
interest people don’t like the new Constitution. 
That they tried to obstruct action on the loan 
section at the convention is well known. 

Then this week came the report that Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick had received an offer 
to fight the new Constitution, with a fee of 
possibly $10,000 in prospect. McKittrick admits 
he received such an offer; from whom, he re- 
fuses to say. Jacob L. Babler, former Repub- 
lican national committeeman, says McKittrick 
told him the offer came from David B. Lichten- 
stein, head of the small-loan lobby. 

Both McKittrick and Lichtenstein deny this. 
It is an odd coincidence, however, that Mc- 
Kittrick visited Lichtenstein in the latter’s St. 
Louis office about a week before the reported 
offer was made. Both say that the purpose of 
this conference was to discuss restoration of the 
real estate license of Lichtenstein’s brother 
Phillip, who had lost the license after pleading 
no contest to a Federal indictment alleging 
mail fraud and violation of the Securities Act. 

Perhaps there is nothing at all wrong with any 
of this. But is it not strange that some un- 
identified person is sufficiently interested in de- 
feating the new Constitution to offer the At- 
torney General $10,000 to use his influence 
against it? McKittrick says he refused the of- 
fer, and for that he deserves credit. Just the 
same, Missourians are entitled to know the 
identity of the Constitution’s opponents, and to 
know if all the laws are being observed in or- 
ganizing the fight against the new charter. 

If the small-loan lobby is making good its 
threat to oppose the Constitution, it is of course 
carefully covering up its tracks, as in its past 
maneuvers. That it has great power has been 
proved time and again. It has stopped the 
Legislature from reducing small-loan rates on 
several occasions. It played a leading role in 
the defeat of a bill in the 1943 Legislature that 
would have enabled banks to make small loans, 
and another bill to expand the lending activities 
of credit unions. _ 

The job of a legislative inquiry will not be 
an easy one. There is more incentive than ever 
for the small-loan lobby, if and when it works 
against the Constitution, to keep its activities 
carefully concealed. For, so unsavory is the rep- 
utation that the lobby has earned over the State, 
its opposition to the new Constitution would be- 
come a powerful argument for its adoption. 
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A man in Philadelphia bought a tricycle with 
a carton of cigarettes. Some people, however, 
are still trying to use the primitive device of 
money as a means of exchange. 
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Denial From the Grave 

It is now being charged by the Red-baiters 
that Marshal Malinovsky’s Balkan ,campaign is 
political instead of military. They want to know 
why, instead, there isn’t an offensive under way 
into Prussia. They suggest that Stalin is shor- 
ing up his Balkan sphere of influence and thus 
making the fighting stiffer on the Western front. 

Whether the Hungarian advance has political 
implications or not, its military value is foolish 
to question. The Danubian plain is a historic 
invasion highway that leads to the heart of any 
Central European empire. Its vitality to such 
an empire, whether a Kaiser’s or a Hitler's, was 
attested to by Ludendorff in his “Problems of 
the General Staff.” The break-through in the 
Balkans, he wrote, was mortal to Germany in 
1918. “There only remained two months’ re- 
serve of aviation spirit and 10 months’ fuel for 
the Navy; further supplies from Romania had 
been cut off.” 

Not only the valley of the Danube, but what 
it leads to, are needed by Nazi Germany as much 
as by the Germany of 26 years ago. It, should 
be disconcerting to careless critics of Russian 
military plans to find their arguments were long 
ago refuted by Ludendorff himself.

OWI has begun the publication, in Russian, 
of Amerika, a magazine for sale in the Soviet 
Union, and a Moscow dispatch Tuesday said the 
first issue is now on the stands. Pocket size, it 
has 64 pages, with the Stars and Stripes in colors 
on the cover; the Soviet book agency is selling 
it at 3 rubles. 

We hope it is a good, readable magazine, with 
plenty of lift and spirit, which the people of the 
Soviet will delight to read. We know that it 
is a magnificent idea, and our only criticism of 
it would be that we have delayed a long time 
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before taking our light from under a bushel, and 
letting it begin to gleam on the Russian steppes. 
Here is a new form of American aid under 
the Moscow protocols, a lend-lease of informa- 
tion, a dispatch to Russia of truth about an 
ally who has gone to unbelievable lengths to get 
weapons to the Red Army, and medicines to 
Russia’s hospitals, and wheat and meat to the 
hungry. Russians ought to know our practical 
friendship. . They ought to, know more about the 
United States, and Amerika should help. 
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Mail-Order Machiavelli 


Sewell Avery is acting up again. For the 
second time in a year he has had Montgomery 
Ward & Co, refuse to comply with an order of 
the WLB. 

In a way, the man is smart. That is to say, 
he has the money sense, that unique and ac- 
cidental gift not necessarily connected with 
knowledge or judgment, which enables its pos- 
sessor to make money and then put his money 
to work reproducing itself. He made money 


at the U. S. Gypsum Co. and was put in Mont- 


gomery Ward to do the same. 

But Sewell Avery is, in a very real sense, a 
public menace. Any man who, in time of war, 
acts as he has acted toward the United States 
Government, js in a psychological and philo- 
sophical sense an anarchist, trying to undo the 
Government battling for the common good. 

He made his chief bid to fame in Chicago 
last spring when he violated an injunction of 
the Federal District Court forbidding his con- 
tinuing in obstructive possession of his office, 
and was physically removed. 

It was a staged rebellion, a planned con- 
tumacy, a phony show, that Sewell Avery put on, 
and none could have been more delighted than 
this mail-order Machiavelli in the photogenic 
pictures of the poor old man being tenderly 
lifted out by bashful soldiers. 

The true Avery was revealed at a hearing 
before the House committee specially set up for 
investigating the case, at which he could not 
restrain himself. By unfortunate coincidence, he 
testified in Washington the same day our forces 
landed on the Norman beaches, and his words 
of venom and defiance received but slight at- 
tention at the time. 

He charged that the National Labor Relations 
Board and the War Labor Board had “con- 
spired together” to effect the Chicago seizure, 
that the President’s order as Commander in 
@hief “was usurpation” and that his advisers 
knew it to be “unfair and illegal.” And mind 
you, on D-day, he said this about an order to 
his company as a supplier of war needs, 

The present trouble has not been so dramatic, 
but Sewell Avery’s spleen has been as great, 
and the episode as revealing. ‘Free enterprise” 
does not mean freedom to interfere with the 
winning of the war. 
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Mr. Churchill is perfectly willing for the peo- 
ple of Italy, Greece and,Belgium to have any 
kind of government he wants. 
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That Crack in the Liberty Bell 


The offer of a British foundry to repair the 
crack in the Liberty Bell, so that victory may 
peal out over Philadelphia, is not a sound prop- 
osition. Mayor Bernard Samuel very sapiently 
says no, thanks, with the explanation, “‘The peo- 
ple don’t want the Liberty Bell changed.” 

The fact that the Liberty Bell has a crack in 
it has been taught to school children, set forth 
in the history books, and engraved upon the 
memories and hearts of Americans for lo! these 
years. It has assumed the proportions.of one of 
the major qualities of the bell, until the idea of 
bell without crack seems almost as nonsensical 
as the smile of Lewis Carroll’s Cheshire cat 
without the Cheshire cat. 

An uncracked Liberty Bell? As well Long 
John Silver without his peg leg, or Winnie the 
Churchill without his lisp. There being a per- 
fection of imperfection, we will take our Lib- 
erty Bell with the crack, and thanks just the 
same. 
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British diplomacy in the Mediterranean must 
be taking on a classical aspect by championing 
the Tory that was Greece, and the Gander that 
was Rome. 


Montana Leads for MVA 


A group of public-spirited Montanans has done 
a splendid thing in organizing a Montana Mis- 
souri Valley Authority Assoclation. We should 
like to see all the states of the Missouri Valley 
follow Montana’s lead. 

There is much work, and much-needed work, 
for state MVA associations to do. 

The Montana MVA Association has wisely 
chosen to make the informing of the public one 
of its first objectives. Many of the seven mil- 
lion people of. the Missouri Valley do not have 
anything like a full knowledge of MVA or of 
its living, working prototype, TVA. Some of 
them have actual misunderstandings. 

It is not hard to realize why this is so, 
for powerful interests have worked night and 
day for 11 years to spread misinformation about 
TVA, and the Missouri Valley is too far from 
the Tennessee Valley for most of its people to 
be able to learn the facts for themselves at first 
hand. 

The Montana association is also well-advised 
to urge the MVA idea upon its State Legisla- 
ture. As a means to political action, the asso- 
ciation will undoubtedly find it helpful to en- 
courage discussion by all sorts of groups at 
every opportunity. New ideas need to be chewed 
thoroughly before they can be digested, and to 
much of our great valley MVA is a new, novel 
and only partly-understood idea, which calls for 
discussion, 

In all these and in other ways, the Montana 
Missouri Valley Authority Association can be of 
service to Montana and to the Missouri Valley.

which humiliate the new Italian democ- 
racy. 

We represent order. The conservative 
classes in Italy, and those abroad, will be-

Bonomi and Sforza 


This is a two-fold crisis. 
Bonomi crisis, which has been brought 
about and made acute by the fact that, 
gradually, the Premier has ceased to be 
the arbiter among the parties and has 
given in to pressure from the right.

There is no anti-British sentiment in the 
expressions of regret and complaint. As 
long as a single Englishman is fighting 
against the forces of Nazi-Fascism, we 
shall accept any humiliation ag expiation 
for the crimes of Fascism, 


A Dangerous Distrust 


But this does not prevent us from say- 
ing that the error of British policy con- 
sists in the profound distrust by Downing 
Street of the young energies of the new 
Italian democracy; and in its collusion with 
the old reactionary world which the day 
before yesterday was Fascist, then became 
Nazi, and is now Anglophile, not because 
of true feeling but because of a mean 
social and political self-interest. 


The seriousness. of the crisis under way 
lies in the meeting, which we hope is 
purely colncidental, of internal conserva- 
tive forces with conservative forces from 
the outside. This has enabled politically 
liquidated forces to rise again and drag 
into their game a part of the anti-Fascist 
elements which shared with us the anguish 
and the struggle of the eve of liberation, 


What we can say is that these forces 
will not prevail. Whoever wants a demo- 
cratic Europe and a democratic Italy can- 
not for long support the conservative 
forces which are essentially undemocratic, 


Col. Stevens, for whom we otherwise 
have great respect, said over the radio 
that our fellow-citizens in the north who 
are fighting against the Nazi-Fascists will 
be severe in their judgment of us. The 
answer of the north has already been heard 
and rings as follows: an Italian govern- 
ment cannot have the approval and the 
support of the north if it departs from 
the basis of the Committee of National 
Liberation.

Note on Train Whistles

Within a generation, many things have 
been developed which bind people together. 
But there’s one particular remembrance in 
the minds of many city dwellers which 
is a bond between past and present. 

There are some 234,000 miles of railroad 
in the United States. No one knows how 
many boys and girls, as they grew to man- 
hood and womanhood, were within hearing 
distance of train whistles, and then moved 
to centers of population and away from the 
familiar calls that are an essential part of 
village, town and country life. Perhaps some 
day the census returns will tell us some of 
these things. 

Train whistles are no localized or re 
gional affairs. They are national in scope. 
Those who live on farms in Virginia share 
the experience with those who live in lone- 
ly ranches in Texas and on the far-spaced 
farms of Montana. 

Boys and girls who listen to the long- 
drawn, lonesome-sounding “whoo-whoo- 


whoo-whoo” as the Midnight Flyer rushes 
across the flat, rich corn lands of Iowa are 
hearing the same sound ag young folks in 
the mountains of New Hampshire and in 
the hills of Tennessee, 

In small towns, the farmers and village 
folk know the trains and can tell when 
Local 53 has reached Johnson's crossing 
half a mile from the depot, They pull out 
watches and say: “Well, she’s on time to- 
day,” or “She’s five minutes late, but she 
can make it up on the level stretch to 
Centerville.” 

There’s something lonely and a bit sad 
about a train whistle at night. Just before 
a storm when the barometer’s low and the 
air is heavy with moisture, the signal trav- 
els far across the fields and echoes among 
the hills, Many a farm hoy lying in bed 
has heard the lonesome-sounding, drawn- 
out whistle come across the valley and has 
dreamed of the da, he would be on that 
train in search of life’s adventures. 
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Diaries of Washington Irving 
Tell About Missouri in 1832 


“The Western Journals of Washingten Irving,” Eéit- 
ed and Annotated by John Francis MeDermett. 
(University of Oklahoma Press, Norman, Ok.) 
After 17 years in Europe, Washington 

Irving returned to the United States in 

1832, eager to see the pioneering West. He 

and two companions left Cincinnati to join 

a party of travelers bound for Ft. Gibson, 

in what is now Oklahoma, with St. Louis as 

their starting point. Irving kept a series of 
diaries, and his experiences became the 
basis of a book, “A Tour on the Prairies.” 
John Francis McDermott of the Washing- 
ton University Department of English, now 
a Captain in the Army Air Corps, stationed 
in London, presents in this volume the first 
published edition of the Irving journals in 
annotated form. The editor’s introduction 
of 63 pages is a fine account of this period 
in Irving’s life, and his detailed notes for 
the diary are an admirable piece of his- 
torical acholarship. The task was a formid- 
able one,.for Irving wrote an atrocious hand 
and diary-keeping on a rigorous expedition 

did not improve it, but the compiler has 

painstakingly deciphered all but a few 

words here and there, 
a . e 


The style of the journal is a telegraphic jot- 
ting of notes, which tell a great deal despite 
their brevity. For example: “Sept. 13. St. 
Louls—mixture of French & American char- 
acter—French billiard room—market-place 
where some are speaking French, some 
English—put up at Union Hotel—see Mr. 
Chouteau pere et fils—Dr, O’Dwyer—Judge 
Peck—Mr. Bates. ... Old rackety gambling 
house... nolse of the cue & the billiard 
ball from morning till night—old French 
women accosting one another on the 
street.” 

While in St. Louls, Irving went to visit 
Gen. William Clark, former territorial Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, at his farm home, and 
enjoyed a “plentiful” dinner of “fried 
chicken, bacon and grouse, roast beef, 
roasted potatoes, tomatoes, excellent cakes, 
bread, butter, etc.” Next day the visitor 
drove to Jefferson Barracks, established siz 
years before, where he saw Black Hawk, 
prophet of the Sacs and Foxes, and some 
of his braves being held in chains as hos- 
tages for their tribes’ good behavior. He 
also stopped at an “old French town nick- 
named Vuide Poche,” later called Caron- 
delet. 


There are sharp little pictures of the 
party’s journeys across the prairie and 
through the forestsa—their camps, their 
meals of roasted meat, “our salon of trees 
lighted up by fire,” their encounters with 
bee hunters, Indians, missionary priests, 
their deer and buffalo hunts. Irving proves 
himself a keen observer, not devoid of 
humor, as when he describes a town that 
may be Little Rock: “A small burg—flour- 
ishing village—which published two rival 
newspapers, had three hotels and the usual 
number of Judges, Generals and Colonels, 
not to speak of lawyers and doctors.” 

Capt. McDermott, a descendant of the 
Chouteau family, has several other books 
on the early West to his eredit. The pres- 
ent work is a notable contribution to the 
history of this section and to the biography 
of an important literary figure.

ABC of the Greek Situation 


ROME. 


HE fate of democracy for the Greek people is in the balance 

and its only chance of survival in the present crisis is the sup- 

port of aroused and informed public opinion in the democracies 
of the world. Such is the sincere belief of this correspondent fol- 
lowing a week’s stay in British-controlled Athens. 


The fundamentals behind the 
Greek question have been obscured 
by a cloud of accusation and coun- 
teraccusation, distortion of facts 
and bland lies from the most au- 
thoritative quarters. 

Here are the fundamentals of 
the Greek problem as this corre- 
spondent sees them. 

On the one hand, there are the 
British. On the other, there is 
the great mass of Greek people, 
enrolled in an enormous popular 
movement (the E. A, M.). in be- 
tween are Greek Fascists, collabo- 
rators and monarchists, who have 
jumped to the side of the British in 
the civil war, not only to save 
themselves from the purge, which 
has followed liberation in most 
other countries in Europe, but to 
achieve their ideals—a dictatorial 
monarchy under the aegis of the 
British, 


Britain’s Lifeline. 


Why is Britain so deeply in- 
volved in Greek affairs? The an- 
swer is British empire policy. 
The British lifeline to India and 
the Far East, through the .Medi- 
terranean, was thoroughly cut by 
the Axis in this war and Britain 
has engaged in the policy of se- 
curing this lifeline of the empire 
by making it less vulnerable than 
it was when the war broke out in 
1939. Hence, Britain’s predomi- 
nant interest in Spain, Italy, 
Greece and the Middle East. 

Just as Soviet Russia has de- 
eclared it will not tolerate Fascist 
and undemocratic governments in 
the countries bordering Russia, so 
does Britain intend that the coun- 
tries along its Mediterranean em- 
pire route shall have governments 
that it can rely upon not to be 
inimical to British interests. 

The difference between Russian 
and British exigencies is that Rus- 
sia supports governments in the 
border states which are based on 
popular movements while Britain 
does not, 


British Favor Monarchies, 
Prime Minister Churchill and 


his conservative Government feel 
that a monarchy—or: failing that, 
something akin thereto—in Medi- 
terranean countries can best be 
relied upon to acquiesce to Brit- 
ain’s interests in that part of the 
world, Thus, in Spain a monarchy 
seems in the offing to replace 
Caudillo Francisco Franco, who is 
too committed to the Axis to sur- 
vive politically. Thus, in Italy 
has Prince Umberto managed to 
become Lieutenant General of the 
realm while the antiroyalist Count 
Sforza was barred by the British 
from the post of Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. Thus in Greece the 
fear among the Greek masses that 
Britain plans to foist King George 
II upon them. 

What about the Greek side of 
the question? To understand the 
Greek popular movement known 
as the E. A. M.—whose national 
army of liberation, the E. L. A. 8S., 
is now resisting British and 
Greek rightist forces—it is neces- 
gary to go back to the Metaxas 
dictatorship of 1936. The dicta- 
torship came to power in this way: 

Gen. Condylis restored King 
George II to the throne by force— 
Condylis seized power, dismissed 
Parliament and held a bayonet 
plebiscite, as a result of which 99 


per cent of the “votes” of those 
who voted favored the monarchy. 
Once installed, King George made 
George Metaxas the dictator and 
there followed four years of cruel 
police oppression under a true 
Fascist regime. 

In 1941 German forces of occu- 
pation took over. The _ quisling, 
John Rhallis, became the Ger- 
mans’ puppet. He formed security 
battalions, which helped the Ger- 
mans combat Greek resistance 
forces in the Mountains and in 
suburbs of Athens such as Kaisari- 
ani, which is now under fire from 
British planes, tanks and guns. 


When the Nazis Left. 


When the Germans cleared out 
of Greece and the British ar- 
rived, the Greeks acclaimed their 
liberation from dictatorships like 
that of Metaxas as well as from 
oppression under the Germans. 

The “Made-in-Cairo” Papandre- 
ou government came to Athens, 
Rightist elements in the govern- 
ment, strongly backed by the 
British, pressed for disarmament 
of Greek resistance forces. The 
E. A. M, was reluctant to relin- 
quish what it regarded, as it does 
now, its sole ‘guarantee aguinnt 
dictatorship. 

Moreover, the E. A. M. position 
was that security battalion mem- 
bers still at large under cover of 
membership in new Fascist mon- 
archist organizations should be 
disarmed, tried and sentenced for 
their active collaboration with the 
Germans. 

To date not a single quisling 
has been shot as a result of court 
sentence. To date there have been 
no trials of quislings, only hear- 
ings on indictments in which 
many of the accused have been 
turned free. As long as known 
big-shot collaborators and Fascists 
remain free, the Republican coali- 
tion of the Left (the E.A.M.) is 
not inclined to disarm. 

Another reason for anxiety and 
suspicion on the part of the Left 
is the arrival frem the Italian 
front of the Greek Mountain Bri- 
gade, formed in the Middle East 
of men hand-picked for their Roy- 
alist leanings, and the arrival from 
the Middle East of the Sacred 
Batallion, likewise hand-picked for 
the King, and formed in the Mid- 
dle East. 


An Eye-Witness in Athens. 


Such are, in your correspond- 
ent’s opinion, the fundamentals 
behind the civil war in Greece to- 
day. From what he has seen in 
Athens during the past week, he 
believes that E.A.M. suspicions are 
well founded. 

In the center of Athens where 
the British hold, extreme right- 
ist elements are fighting in the 
ranks of George Papandreou’s po- 
lice force—police which have not 
yet been purged of Fascist ele- 
ments. Fascists are thus fighting 
alongside the British against the 
Greek Republicans. 

Regardless of assertions from 
London or top sources in Athens, 
your correspondent knows that 
Greek Fascists have not been dis- 
armed. He has seen and frecog- 
nized men of the “X,” a Fascist 
organization which was “disbanded 
and disarmed” in October, flaunt- 


ing their weapons in the streets 
of central Athens,

Training of War Convalescents 


T 


HAT the Army Air Forces should have pioneered a new kind 
ef rehabilitation service for the physical and mental casualties 
out of the air battles around the world is no accident. Gen, H. 


H. Arnold, at the head of the Air Forces, is a genius who is not 


afraid to break through tradition 


Arnold recognized the creative 
force of the system of planned 
convalescence worked out by Col. 
Howard Rusk under the direction 
of Maj. Gen. David N. W. Grant, 
the surgeon of the Air Forces. 

The system is in many ways 
revolutionary, and yet the essence 
of it is simple. From the moment 
he is physically able to lift his 
head, the patient is encouraged as 
an individual to start working his 
way back to a normal existence 
again. Gone is the deadly monot- 
ony of the enforced convalescence 
of the past. 

It is most emphatically, how- 
ever, not regimentation. Patients 
at Air Force convalescent centers 
fill out no forms. They do not get 
up by a bugle to do enforced calis- 
thentics. But their days are filled 
with constructive activity which 
comes out of the strong drive for 
recovery—mental, physical and so- 
eial recovery. Of all casualties en- 
tering A. A. F. convalescent cen- 
ters, 82 per cent go back to some 
form of duty in the Air Forces, 
and most of the remaining 18 per 
cent who retire with legs or arms 
missing are prepared to fill useful 
places in society. 


Treating the Person. 


The system employs, of course, 
the modern techniques of psychi- 
atry. But perhaps the most im- 
portant element of all is the basic 
philosophy infused through the 
whole system—treat the human 
being, and not just the ailment 
he is suffering from. 

Even before America entered 
the war, the British had worked 
out a system of planned convales- 
cence with the primary objective 
of sending men back into the 
services and, if that were impossi- 
bie, then back into civilian life as 
normal productive members of so- 
ciety in spite of their handicaps. 
The best features of this system 
were borrowed by the Air Force. 

Now our Navy, under the direc- 
tion of Surgeon Gen. Ross T. Mc- 
Intire, is adopting a similar plan 
fm many of its hospitals. A recent 
fssue of the Naval Medical Bulle-

tin had this to say: 

“The value of planned convales- 
cence, has been adequately demon- 
strated by the British and by the 
United States Army Air Forces. 
Over 25,000,000 man-hours alone 
have been conserved in 15 months 
by the Army Air Forces pro- 
gram, .. 

"Th 2 convalescent program, 
there can be no timidity or inertia. 
At this advanced date, initiation 
of the program must be definitive 
and expeditious if the services’ 
part in rehabilitation is to surpass 
their ineffectual part in the first 
World War.

PRIEST FOR 60 YEARS

Archbishop John Joseph Glen- 
non, attended by priests of the 
St. Louis diocese, celebrated to- 
day, at Kenrick Seminary, the six- 
tieth anniversary of the ceremony 
in which, on Dec. 20, 1884, he was 
ordained to the priesthood in the 
sacristy of the Cathedral in Kan- 


sas City. As part of the observ- 
ance, the Archbishop ordained 11 
young men as priests. 

In his more than 41 years in 
his present ecclesiastical office, 
Archbishop Glennon has outlived 
the pastors who were in charge 
of the St. Louls and suburban 
churches when he came here in 
1903. The Rev, Joseph T. Shields 
of St. Matthew’s Church, whose 
pastorate antedated the Archbish- 
op’s coming, died a year ago, 
Msgr. Charles L. Van Tourenhout, 
rector at Ste Genevieve, is be- 
lieved to be the only pastor of the 
diocese who was in his present 
position when the Archbishop took 
charge.

place, The elderly Bishop Hogan 
of Kansas City decided to hold 
the ordination in the sacristy, be- 
cause the Cathedral at that time 
had no heating plant. There were 
no paved streets outside, and the 
Bishop’s residence, on ott 
ground, was reached by rough 
board sidewalks. Kansas City had 
70,000 inhabitants, but its builders 
planned to make it another Chi- 
cago—it would soon outstrip Bt.

Recalls the Early Days. 

In recalling the days of the 
early ’80s, Archbishop Glennon has 
often mentioned the most widely 
known West Missouri character 
of the time, Jesse James, whose 
sudden end in 1882 followed the 
offering by the Governor of Mis- 
souri of a $10,000 reward for his 
capture. 

In two Kansas City pastorates, 
and in his elevation, at the age 
of 34, to a bishopric, as Bishop 
Hogan’s coadjutor, the young 
cleric became a natural selection 
for the coadjutorship to the aged 
Archbishop Kain of St. Louis. His 
appointment to this post, and his 
succession to the office of Arch- 
bishop, came in the year before 
the St. Louis World’s Fair, and 
the “young Archbishop” of St. 
Louis, as he was then called, was 
one of the chief figures of the 
Exposition period. He has now 
survived nearly all the business 
and professional leaders of the 
Fair period, one of the last of 
whom, former Mayor Rolla Wells, 
died recently. 

Built the Cathedral, 

In his long service here, Arch- 
bishop Glennon has built the 
Cathedral, the present Kenrick 
Seminary and Junior Seminary, 
and has supervised the founding 
of schools and hospitals. 

His eighty-second birthday was 
June 14 last; he has discouraged 
the observance of his birthdays, 
but the diocese has celebrated an- 
niversaries of his ecclesiastical life. 
The most elaborate of these ob- 
servances was the golden jubilee 
of his priesthood, 10 years ago. 
The Apostolic Delegate and many 
of the American hierarchy were 
here, and Lindell boulevard was 
especially decorated and was closed 
for a short time one evening, to 
permit the movement of a pro- 
cession. For this, the Archbishop 
apologized to the public, promising 
that he would not celebate an- 
other golden jubilee, “at least, not 
on Lindell boulevard.”

ON LABELING CHARGE 


Justice Department Says 15 
Have Died Due to Improper 
Use of a Drug. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19 (AP).— 
A United States grand jury at 
Trenton, N. J., has indicted 
Merck and Co., manufacturing 
chemists, on charges of violating 
the Food and Drug Act. : 

The Department of Justice said 
here today that the indictment 
charged the labeling used by the 
Rahway (N. J.) company for the 
“crystalline form of the drug 
““Doryl” was insufficient to guard 
against improper use, which 
might result in death. 

The Justice Department said 
that two patients died in a De- 
troit hospital in November, 1941, 
almost immediately following 
Doryl injections, that at a coron- 
er’s inquest it was established 
that a nurse had mistakenly 
given the crystal instead of the 
liquid form, and that the jury 
charged that Merck had been 
“grossly negligent by its mislabel- 
ing of the drug.” 

The department added that the 
Food and Drug Administration 
“to date has traced a total of 15 
deaths to improper use of 
“Doryl.” 

The department said Dory] is 
the trade name used by Merck 
for carbamylcholine chloride, which 
is produced in both liquid and 
crystalline form and marketed in 
@mall glass containers for use by 
physicians and hospitals. 

The department said the liquid, 
relatively weak, is for subcutane- 
ous injection, and that the crystal- 
lae form is for external applica- 
tions only. It added that crystal- 
line Dory! is about 600 times 
stronger than the liquid and is 
lethal if administered as an in- 
jection. 

The announcement said the in- 
dictment charged that use of the 
phrase, “do not use intravenous- 
ly,” printed on labels of Doryl 
crystals, was insufficient to in- 
dicate “that the drug was lethal 
when Injected by any method.” 

The indictment was returned in 
15 counts, one for each alleged 
separate shipment of Doryl crys- 
tals and that the maximum pen- 
alty is a fine of $1000 on each 
count, 

In a statement released in Rah- 
way, the company denied the 
Government's charge and pointed 
out that the charge is technical 
in nature and does not allege any 
willful or intentional violation of 
the law. “Improper use of the 
drug, which is put up in three 
forms—solution, crystalline sub- 
stance and tablets—was wholly ac- 
cidental, the company holds, and 
not due to misbranding as 
charged,” the company said, 

“The crystalline form involved 
in this case was put up in a con- 
tainer plainly marked with the 
quantity content and with words 
indicating it was for ophthalmo- 
logic use. Through error, which 
the company holds was not due 
to improper labeling, the crystal- 
linet drag:swas improperly made 
into a solution and improperly 
administered.

White flags fly instead of French, 
American or British banners as in 
liberated France. German army 
recruiting posters still are on the 
walls. Nazi party buildings are 
denoted here and there by white 
and blue metal signs with the Ger- 
man eagle and the swastika. 


Apach. The French in Apach are 
destitute. Their homes are filthy 
and lack plumbing, furniture, 
wood, coal and other precious 
items.

in relative luxury. Their homes 
are attractive, with excellent fur- 
niture, modern toilets and plumb- 
ing, with the cellars well stocked 
with coal and canned goods, 

The Allied Military Government 
moves into each German commu- 
nity as closely as possible on the 
heels of the forward troops. Its 
first job is to curb looting, so far 
a greater headache to Allied au- 
thorities than German civilians, to 
establish order and weed out un- 
desirables. 

The usual procedure is to regis- 
ter at once every civilian in the 
locality. Then a Mayor is ap- 
pointed to act as liaison between 
the civil and military. His chief 
duties are to inform the people of 
all regulations as to blackout, cur- 
few and travel restrictions and so 
on. Also, necessary living essen-— 
tials are supplied.

ESTIMATE WINTER WHEAT 
AT 761,591,000 BUSHELS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP).—Indicated 
production of winter wheat for harvest in 
1945 is 761,591,000 bushels, based on 
crop conditions prevailing December 1. 

The Agriculture Department, making this 


estimate, said it was determined by factors 
which are now measurable and can be re- 
lated to yields in previous years, such as the 
reported condition of the crop, rainfall and 
temperatures to date. 

Winter wheat production this year totaled 
764,073,000 bushels, while production of 
both winter and i  =spring wheat combined 
reached the record level of 1,078,647,000 
bushels. No forecast on spring wheat can be 
given until after the crop is seeded next spring. 

The Department estimated the area seeded 
to winter wheat at 49,589,000 acres, com- 
pared with 47,127,000 acres seeded a year 
ago and with, 48,015,000 acres for the 10 

(1932-) average. 

yield per acre was indicated at 15.4 
bushels compared with 11.2 bushels a year 
ago and with 11.4 for the 10 year average. 

The eventual yield of the last winter wheat 
crop was 16.5 bushels per acre, a substantial 
increase over the 11.2 bushels indicated a 
year ago. 

Condition of the crop as of Dec. 1 was 
estimated at 87 per cent of normal com- 
ae with 69 per cent a year ago and with 

4 per cent for the 10-year average. 

The department said the seeded acreage not 
expected to be harvested for grain was now 
indicated at 7.8 per cent of the planted area, 
compared with 21.9 per cent a year ago and 
with 20.6 per cent for the 10-year average. 

The department estimated that 4,726,000 
acres had been seeded to rye as compared 
with 4,922,000 acres last year and with 
6,101,000 acres for the 10-year average. 
No estimate of production was given. Condi- 
tion of the rve crop was placed at per 
cent of normal, compared with 76 per cent a 
year ago and with 75 per cent of thee 10- 
year average.

OOKS of many nations make 
( grouna meat stuffing for cab- 

bage leaves. There is variation 
in the kind of meat used, but 
basically the arrangement igs the 
same. The meat is seasoned, then 
portions are wrapped securely in 
wilted leaves. These tight rolls 
may or may not be browned. The 
cooking is done best in a utensil 
that has a tight fitting cover. The 
rest of the cabbage can be placed 
over the meat to supply extra 
vegetable. Long slow cooking de- 
velops the old time flavor that 
most people appreciate. This 
means some destruction of the 
cabbage vitamins, but this is a 
case where lovers of this dish are 
willing to sacrifice vitamins for 
traditional flavor. Lamb or beef 
can be substituted in the follow- 
ing recipe, and lettuce for the cab- 
bage leaves, and you still have a 
winner. 


Stuffed Cabbage Rolls. 

Twelve-ounce can boneless pork 
shoulder, three tablesspoons mar- 
garine, one-third cup chopped 
green pepper, one and one-half 
tablespoons chopped onion, one 
and one-half tablespoons chopped 
parsiey, one cup grated carrot 
(three medium), one head cab- 
bage, separated into individual 
leaves; one-half cup bread crumbs, 
one egg. 

Remove meat from can and re- 
serve liquid. Melt margarine in 
skillet, add green pepper and onion 
and saute lightly until soft. Add 
diced meat and cook until brown, 
Add parsley arid carrot and liquid 
from meat and continue cooking 
until flavors are well blended,’ five 
minutes. Cool. Drop cabbage 
leaves into boiling water for three 
minutes to soften and make it pos- 
sible to form into rolls. Drain and 
cool. Add breadcrumbs and egg to 
cooled meat mixture and stir to 
blend well. Place one-fourth cup 
filling in center of large cabbage 
leaf or two small ones, Fold 
edges up over meat and secure 
with toothpicks. Place in greased 
baking dish, place a dot of butter 
on each roll and. one-half cup 
water or stock. Cover and bake 
at 350 degrees for 45 minutes. Re- 
move cover, increase heat to 400 
degrees and brown for 15 minutes, 
if desired. Serves four. Makes 
eight rolls. 

BREAKFAST: Stewed prunes, 
hot cooked wheat cereal, pan fried 
bacon, toast and jam. 

LUNCHEON — Cheese pudding 
with Spanish sauce, buttered green 
beans, whole wheat bread, fresh 
grapes, surprise spice drop cookies 
(leftover). 

Cheese Pudding With Spanish 
Sauce 


Spread eight slices of toast with 
margarine (one-fourth cup). Cube 
and toss with one teaspoon minced 
chives or green onions. In a 
gréased six-cup casserole, make 
alternate layers of the bread and 
one-half pound grated sharp 
cheese (two cups). Top with bread 
cubes. Beat three eggs, add two 
and one-quarter cups milk, and 
one teaspoon salt and pour over 
layers. Bake at 325 degrees for one 
hour; serve with the following 
Spanish sauce: Melt three table- 
spoons shortening and saute two 
tablespoons chopped onion until 
soft. Add one tablespoon flour and 
blend. Add one-half cup green 
pepper, chopped, one-half cup 
chopped celery, two cups pureed 
tomatoes, one-fourth teaspoon pre- 
pared mustard, one teaspoon salt 
and daSh pepper. Cook with con- 
stant stirring until mixture boils 
and thickens. Serve hot. 

DINNER—Hot bouillon, stuffed 
cabbage roll, oven fried potatoes, 
savory carrots, sliced orange and 
onion salad, bread, butterscotch 
pudding.

FTER removing old polish, the 
Ati step in a manicure is the 

shaping of the nails. Very few 
girls or women know how to shape 
their nails correctly. 

Only an emery board is used— 
never a steel file. The long, flex- 
ible emery boards are the easiest 
to handle and one emery will last 
a long time—until the sandpaper 
hag worn off of both sides. 

Every emery of good quality has 
a fine side and a coarser side. 
When you want to shorten a nail 
considerably, the coarse side may 
be used but the finishing of the 
job should be done with the fine 
side. Those who have sensitive 
nails, or nails which break easily, 
should use the fine side for both 
shortening and finishing. 


To have strong, beautiful nails 
of oval shape, never file low on 
the corners where the nail grips 
the fingers. That causes the flesh 
to recede and also causes hang- 
nails. Good taste decrees that the 
tip of the nail be oval and not 
pointed. 


If a nail is split or broken, the 
best thing to do is to cut it below 
the end of the split or break un- 
less it goes too far down. Then 
smooth the edge with your emery. 
Be careful with that finger until 
the nail“grows out to match the 
length of your other nails. - 

An expert manicurist can 
“patch” a broken nail with a nail 
cement and a tiny bit of sheer 
linen over which is painted an 
opaque nail polish. I have had 
patched nails which were as 
strong as those not broken. Acci- 
dents will happen and a woman is 
likely to break one nail just at a 
time when she wants her hands to 
look their best. That is when it 
pays to get an expert patching job. 

The finest type of emery boards 
are garnet in color—a red brown 
and they come in packages of 
from three to 10. 

If you can teach yourself to re- 
frain from using any metal at all 
during your manicure (except for 
an emergency cutting of nails or 
nipping of hangnail), the more 
perfect your nails will grow,

N PURSUIT of my plan to 
| have classes for adults about 

the facts of life, and since 
adults need them more than chil- 
dren, because they have more 
facts of life wrong, I now take up 
the term “liverish.” 

This is the definition of a set of 
symptoms that about half your 
neighbors use when they want to 
describe a condition that consists 
of one-fourth headache, one-fourth 
loss of appetite, one-fourth consti- 
pation, and one-fourth being in a 
bad temper. 

All this they blame on their 
livers. As they describe how out 
of sorts they feel, they are likely 
to stick out their tongues so that 
you can see them, and tap with 
the middle finger of the right 
hand the place where they think 
the liver is. <

THE TREATMENT OF this 
condition is to take some pills that 
will start the liver to working. 
The fact that these pills are most- 
ly cascara or aloes, and that all 
they do is stimulate the intestines 
to an evacuation, does not inter- 
fere with the beautiful theory that 
they have started the liver to 
working. 

All of this is an injustice to a 
hard-working and efficient bodily 
servant. The liver almost never 
goes wrong. Disease of the liver is 
so rare that it provokes comment 
in any clinic, The only even half- 
way common diseases of the liver 
are due to alcoholism (cirrhosis) 
and venereal disease, and secon- 
dary cancer lighting there from 
some other part of the body. In 
tropical climates amoebic abscess 
occurs, but this is not what the 
people who are “liverish” are com- 
plaining about. 

Furthermore, the liver is very 
necessary to life. If your liver 
were really to go awry you would 
be sick indeed. An animal lives 
about four hours if the liver is 
removed.

And one of the most protective 
things about the liver is that its 
cells regeneate very promptly if 
destroyed, which is nature’s ac- 
knowledgement of the fundamen- 
tal importance of the liver and a 
form of self-protection. In the 
liver diseases, even of severe form, 
one can find that new liver cells 
and lobules have been formed, and 
they carry on the work of the 
liver, replacing the destroyed cells. 
When the really rare event occurs 


, Of all the liver cells being de- 


stroyed at once the result is 
calamitous indeed. 

Iam not saying that when a per- 
son tells you he feels “liverish” he 
is faking, or has no reasons for 
such feelings. 

The rea] truth is that it is usu- 
ally his own fault. He has eaten 
something, or eaten too much, has 
been chain smoking, or chain 
drinking, has been worrying, or 
overworking. Admittedly he feels 
better after he takes the medicine 
which he thinks works on his 
liver, but that doesn’t prove the 
causative factor was the liver.

Functions Samuel C. Klein, Dress Manufacturer, Has Negro Girl for a Secretary

HEN Samuel C. Klein hired 
W a Negro secretary three years 

ago, he found he was regard- 
ed by many of his business asso- 
ciates as a pioneer in inter-racial 
good will, Today, the presence of 
Miss Ruth Seals, Klein’s secretary, 
is no longer a novelty in the office 
of Mary Muffet, Inc., manufactur- 
ing house for “junior” dresses, at 
1135 Washington. 

“T have always believed that any 
person of talent and ability should 
be given an opportunity to use it,” 
Klein said. “My own office seemed 
to me the best place to prove my 
theories.” 

Sincerely interested in promot- 
ing better race relations, Klein 
has served for several years as a 
member of the board of the Urban 
League, national organization of 
whites and Negroes devoted to 
that purpose. 

“Before definitely employing 
Miss Seals,” Klein said, “I dis- 
cussed the matter frankly with my 
associates in the company and the 
girls employed in the office. I ex- 
plained that since the employment 
of a Negro would be an innovation 
in our offices, tact and considera- 
tion would be required both on 
the parts of the old and new em- 
ployes. Our office force, I pointed 
out, already presented a rather 
broad cross-section of American 
citizens, Jews, Catholics, Protes- 
tants. Why not include a Negro?” 

After Miss Seals’ employment, 
Klein arranged that her desk be 
placed directly outside the door to 
his office, where he could observe 
the attitude of other employes to- 
ward her. 


66 ITH two exceptions, the 
wholestaff accepted Miss 
parent ability and 


Seals for her very ap- 
efficiency,” 

he said. “Unexpectedly, a Ger- 
man refugee girl, recently em-

accepted the challenge and made 
a fine record.” 


Negroes, however, are not the 
only minority race which Klein 
has availed himself of an oppor- 
tunity to employ. 

“About two years ago,” he said, 
“a couple of Japanese girls ap- 
plied for positions. I wanted to 
hire them and told them so. I 
said: ‘You'll have to wait until I 
can find out what the reaction of 
my other factory employes will be, 
however. Almost‘every one of 
them has a brother or a sweet- 
heart or a husband in the armed 
forces.’ So I went to the factory 
and spoke to the women there, 


“T explained that I felt that loyal, 
intelligent American citizens of 
Japanese descent might become 
potential saboteurs if they consist- 
ently encountered job discrimina- 
tion. “We have girls of German 
and Italian birth working here, 
whom we have not discharged be- 
cause of the war. Can we turn 
these girls down because their 
parents are Japanese?’ I'll never 
forget the applause which fol- 
lowed, indicating the factory’s ac- 
ceptance of the idea. The Jap- 
anese girls were employed and 
made excellent workers.

Although he has 
gerved as president of the Asso- 
ciated Garment Industries for sev- 
eral terms, and is now a member 
of the board, he is a frequent 
speaker at meetings of the labor 
groups in the industry, and wel- 
comes an opportunity to discuss 
their problems. 


In his Yactory, he has made 
every attempt to alleviate the ten- 
sion of machine work, and create 
a pleasant working atmosphere. 
Each sewing machine and desk in 
the factory is painted a gay apple- 
green, and each machine has its

own bright white and green cover 
when not in use. Selected music 
is played over a loud-speaker sys 
tem three times a day, mid-morn- 
ing, at noon when many of the 
workers have lunch at the fac- 
tory cafeteria, and mid-afternoon. 

“We try to strike a balance be- 
tween classical and popular music 
in these concerts, and we don’t 
play the music too loud, The 
workers look forward to these 
music periods, and more or less 
time their day by them,” Klein 
said, “The company also sponsors 
all sorts of outside recreation. We 
have classes in cooking, canning, 
weaving, all sorts of handicraft, 
contests in bowling, dancing, les- 
sons in horseback riding, and or 
ganized theater and concert par- 
ties. It all makes for good-will, 
and the company is rewarded with 
more efficient work.” 

In his views and practices con- 
cerning racial problems, Klein can 
neither be termed a radical nor a 
conservative, 

“T believe in a fair chance for 
everyone, to earn a living, to enjoy 
full civil rights,” he said. “Those 
with ability should have the op- 
portunity to serve where they can 
be most valuable, regardless of 
place of birth, creed or color.”

This 
declaration calls for six points, 
the first being an international 
bill of rights—“to guarantee for 
every man, woman and child of 
every race and creed of every 
country, the fundamental rights 
of life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness.” 

All the points seem to me to be 
excellent, but to make them 
worth the paper on which they 
are written will require some 
really concentrated wogk, not only 
on the part of those who signed 
the document, but on the part of 
many other people in this nation 
and throughout the world,
